This money is used for 
office supplies, contest expenses, 
annual meeting costs, and various 
projects sponsored by the district.

The district has assisted farmers 
in m uch conservation work since 
its organization. 
A few of the ac­ 
complishments of the district co- 
operators during this time are: 
2680 acres cropland farm ed on the 
contour. 5340 acres perm anent pas­ 
ture 
seeded. 
15 erosion control 
structures built. 2126 acres of crop­ 
land drained with the installation 
of 29.9 miles of ditches, and 109,- 
199 lineal feet of tile lines, 95 
stock w ater ponds have been dug.
